Ahout an hour previously, a 
quarre] arose, aver some trouble 
connreted with the boiler, be- 
tween two Japanese members of 
the crew, the second and third 
firemen, This altercation, which 
was witnessed by sevoral other 
members of the crew, subsided, 
but later was resumed in the din- 
ing room. It was in tho narrow 
passage outside hiscahin that the 
murder is said to have taken 
place, it being alleged that the 
third fireman stabbed the other 
man with a dagger, inflicting a 
fata! wound over the heart. The 
knife belongod to the murdered 
nian, but it is said to have beon 
seen held in the hand of the third 
fireman. 


Two greasera of the ship state 
that on hearing the commotion, 
they rushed into the passage and 
thero cane upon the sight of the 
Prostrate body of the  eceasod 
stretched on the ground, whilo 
over it stooped the — third 
fireman with the dagger 
in his hand. No actual 
murder was seen by either of 
these witness, who were at first 
under the impression that the 
third fireman was mad, for they 
wrested the dagger from his 
hand, and very foolishly threw 
the ‘weapon overboard. -- The 
disappearance * of thts weapon 
takes away a very valuable pioce 
of ovidence. 

What makes the case assume 
a more mysterious aspect is the 
fact that one of the groasors 
received some internal injuries 
of a sufficiently serious character 
as to make his removal to 
Hospital essential: 

‘This case came beforo Mr. J.R. 
Wood at the Polics Court to-day, 
when the third fireman was 
formally chargad by Inspector 
Gerdon. The Inspector asked 
for a remand on the ground 
that the’ Taikei Maru had 
left for Keelung with the 
other greaser whose evidence, 
together with that of the injured 
man, would bo wanted. Tne 
steamer was expected to be back 
in Hongkong at the beginning of 
next month, and he wanted a 
remand until next Thursday.

ATTITUDE TOWARDS 
CHINA AND RUSSIA, 1 


Mr E. Suzuki, the Consul 
General for Japan, courteously 
forwards for publication the follow. 
ing speech by Viscount Uchida, 
Foreign Minister, made in the

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COMMERCIAL TRAINING AT UNIVERSITIES.

It was no mean accomplishment fora youth in his twenties ta 

- leave his University.and to become, in four years of warfare, a 
general in command of a brigade. The qualities of courage, 
abnormal intelligence, and that intangible gift of commanding men, 
were essential in the highest degree. Britain had many young 
generals serving with disti ction in the war, and quite a number of 

them were undergraduates in 1914, But it is perhaps more remark- 

“able still to see, now the war is over, these y' 
to their books, take up the thread of their studies where it was 
broken, avd set about equipping themselves for civil careers with as 
much zeal as they showed when they were called, as amateur 
soldiers, to face the greatest military power in the world. This is 
oneof the phases of the post-war problem of education which Britain 
has had to settle. When war was declared. her universities emptied 
as specdily as a theatre empties when the curtain is rung 
down ‘upon the. final act. All the -students who could 
persuade the recruiting authorities to accept them got into 
Khaki. and went to learn a different lesson in a sterner school. 
Aterribly large proportion of these young men gave their lives. 
Some gave limbs and health. The least these students gave were 
five years at the most important period of their lives--the yearsin 
which they were to equip themselves for the careers which they 
had chosen. 

. There are 1,300 ex-officers at Oxford wlone. Many of them have 
been helped by the experiment made by the British Government 
who set aside six million pounds to enable demobilised officers to 
take a'university education. That experiment has been more than 
justified by its results. The promotors of the Government's scheme 
no doubt anticipated the advantages ‘they would confer on those 
who received their-grants, but they can hardly have foreseen the 
great benefit to the universities as a whole which has resulted from 

. the example of application to work set by the ex-officer students. 
They felt, when the scheme was first started, that men who had 
been on active service would nat easily recover the habit ofstudy, and 
that, being older than the, normal undergraduate, they would not fall 
readily into the restrictions of university life and its discipline. 

~ What has actually happened is that these older ex-service men 
realise very fully that they will suon have to turn to the business 
of their lives, and this has produced a genuine keenness to learn and 
and has given a sense of reality to their studies. Economics seem 
to, have the first, claim on their interests, for most of them have 
decided on business careers as the best way in which to help their 
country in its task of reconstruction. ~All the British Universities 
are co-operating in the very thorough measures taken. by the 
Government in preparing men for commercial careers. The com- 
prehensive scheme of the University of London is more or less 
typical of those taken by other universities. Itsdetails, incidentally, 
have been framed with the advice and approval of leading business 

.men. In its fullest forr-the scheme gives four years training, 
beginning with a grounding in general business methods and in 
such subjects as modern Janguages, geography in relation to com- 
merce, and economics. The final period is devoted to specialsed 
training in the particular industry which the student proposes “to 

enter. The course culminates inthe award of a Degree of Commerce. 
Full provision is made under the scheme for young men and 
boys who cannot devote four years. to taking their Degree. They 
are enabled.to study after business hours oreven ata distance, still 
obtaining the same advantages of skilled help and advice available 
to those-with roore means and leisure at: their disposal; and they 
‘can ultimately sit for and obtain the same degree with the status 
which thet degree will confer in the commercial world, The scheme 


also provides for those who have already entered busisiess but who 
struction in individual ‘subjects such’ as a foreign 

ake charge of-a foreign branch.

WHAT OF HONGKONG? 


We shall all be deeply in- 
terested in the outcome of the 
Mission's visit so far as Hong- 
kong is concerned.

The funeral of the late Mr. 
N.G. Nolan, Chief Interpreter 
at the Supreme Court, whose 
lamented death we recorded on 
Saturday, took place at Happy 
Valley on Saturday afternooh. 

The service was conducted by 
the Rev. Father Bianchie, as- 
sisted by: the Rev: Father 
Augustine and the Rev. Father 
Maria. 

There was a large attendance, 
among those present being Sir 
William Rees Davies, K.C., Mr. 
Justice Gompertz, the Hon. J. H. 
Kemp, C.B.E. (Attorney-General), 
the Hon. Mr. H. E. Pollock, K.C.. 
many representatives of the local 
legal profession and the whole of 
the Supreme Court staff. 

The deceased was laid to rest 
in the Roman Catholic Cemetery 
next. to his late father and 
mother. It might here be men- 
tioned thatthe deceased's parents 
came to. Hongkong from Wer- 
ford, Ireland, over fifty years 
ago, and’ that his father was 
Principsl Warder at Victoria 
Gaol for many years. 

There was a very latge num- 
bers of floral tributes, including 
many from members of the 
official and legal communities. 

SUPREME COURTS TRIBUTE. 

‘At the Supreme Court this 
morning, before the business of 
the day commenced, tae Chief 
Justice (Sir Willism Rees Davies, 
K.C.) and the Puisne Judge (Mr. 
Justice Gompertz) sat together to 
pay tribute to the late Mr. N.G. 
Nolan. . 

There were also present in 
Court the Hon. Attorney General 
(Mr. J. H. Kemp, K. C.,) the 
Crown Solicitor (Mr. G. H. Wake- 
man), -the Assistant Crown 
Solicitor (Mr. Leo ‘Longinotto), 
the Hon. Mr. E. H. Sharp, K.C. 
the Hon. Mr..C. G. Alabaster, 
0.B.E., Mr. F. Eldon Potter. 
Mr. F.C. Jenkin, C. B. E., Mr. 
J: H. Gardiner, Mr. Leo 
D'Alamada, Mr..W. E. L. Shen- 
ton, Mr. D. J. Lewis, Mr. G. 
Hayward, Mr. Agassiz and Mr. 
‘Arculli, representing the legal 
profession. 

The Chief Justice said that 
before proceeding with the busi- 
ness of the Court he desired to 
refer to the loss that the Court 
had sudered by the death of its 
Chief Interpreter. Mr. Nolan 
hes been connected -with the 
Court all his official life and his 
knowledge of the Chinese 
language and various Chinese 
dialects was great. He might 
fittingly be described as an ideal 
Chinese interpreter. In that 
Court his assistance in the ad- 
ministration of. justice had been 
vast and it would be no easy 
matter to replace him. .He (the 
Chief Justice) had been in close 
personal contact with him for 
aver eight years and he valued 
his co-operation in the heavy 
litigation that had engaged the 
attention of the Court. Personal- 
ly, he greatly deplored his 
premature death end it, was 
fitting that they should express 
sympathy with the widow and 
children in their sorrow. 

The Puisne Judge said:— 
Mr. Attorney General.—Having 
known the late Mr. Nolan ever 
since the year 1897, Idesire to 
saya few words. His knowledge 


found. . In addition’ to this he 
also spoke fluently Spanish 
Portuguese and’ Telaga. He was 
a great interpreter, but Ithink he 
was more than this—he was an 
artist in interpretation. He took 
a great personal pride in his work 
and he was always anxious to find 
a fitting phrase and the -proper 
word. And he was never satisfied 
until he had done so. I desire to 
join the Chief Justice in an ex- 
pression of deep sympathy with 
his family. 

The Hon. Mr. J. H. Kemp, 
Attorney General, said :-— Will 
your Lordships allow me to add 
a few words on behalf of the 
legal profession? .We desire, to re- 
spectfully associate ourselves with 
your Lordships’ expressions of 
appreciation,regret andsympathy. 
Really. first..class,. interpreters 
ara born not made, and Mr. Nolan 
was a born interpreter. My own 
respect for him and my admiration 
for his abilities are based on an 
acquaintanceship” of over twenty 
years, and I think that respec’ 
and edmiration are shared by all 
who knew him and bad to work 
with bim.

ADMIRAL BEATTY'S APPEAL.

that skilled mechanics, electri- 
cians and engineers are handi- 
capped in seeking employment 
by the trade union rule regarding 
apprenticeship. Admiral Beatty 
suggests ‘that this bar be not 
applied to these. and that em- 
ployers. give discharged naval 
menan opportunity to carn their 
living. 

A SLUMP IN JAPANESE 
: SHIPPING. 


In view of the slump now pre-. 


vailing in Japanese shipping 


‘circles, a great deal of interest is 


naturally being taken in the 
matter of shipbuilding in Japan, 
It appears that unlike shipping 
|circles shipbuilding circles are 
comparat ively well off, owing to 
high prices new. steamers are’ 
fetching of late. It is said tha: 
althouzh the importation of raw 
materiais from England end 
America has become free since the 
Armistice, yet the cast of building 
has considerably increased since 
fhen through the increase in 
wages and the prices of raw 
materials. Hence the high prices 
for new ships already stated. 
Ships of 1,000 tons and over in 
displacement launched during 
the first elevén months of the 
‘present year numbered 124, 
equalling. 556,921 tons and the 
figures, when those launched or 
to be launched in the course of 
January are added, will further 
increase to. 150 in number and 
700,000 in tonnage respectively. 


AUSTRALIAN TRADE. 


It was pointed outat a recent 
meeting of the Brisbane Chamher 
of Commerce that it was very 
dificult to’ maintain Queensland 
trade with Colombo and India 
owing to vessels calling so seldom 
at. Brisbane, and it was stated 
that the only hope of developing 
Eastern trade was to have vessels 
for those ports calling at 
Brisbane regularly. It was 
decided to appeal to the 
Minister” -for Trade and 
Customs during his visit to 


Brisbane, and to again point out 
the -~disabtlities- from which}; 
Queensland export merchants 
were suffering. Attention was also 
drawn to the trade with tho 
Pacific Islands. A number of 
firme and companies interested 
in the Solomon Islands were 
located in Brisbane, but up to the 
present all the trade of the islands 
had gone to Sydney, as that 
seemed to be the only State able 
to deal with the ‘native products. 
It was thought that if the 
Brisbane merchants showed a 
desite, in a practical way, toopen 
up trade with these islands, many 
of the buying agents might. be 
prepared to support Brisbane

M. Millerand, in a Ministeria? declaration read this after- ~ 
noon iy the Chamber and Senate, cinphasised that in- order to 
obtain the legitimate benefits from victory it was necessary 

neither to make less effort nor display less self-demial than” 
was required lo obtain victory. ‘The era of sacriices and 
restridtioas had by no means come to an end. The duty of 
citizens could be summed up in four words—"“Produce more ; 
popsume less.” The Government's principal concern would be 
“ty find sources of taxation without discoursgiog. the spirit 
of enterprisé. He contended it was marally just that war 
profits be particularly heavily hit. Finances did not permit 
the State the assumption of exclusive exploitation of national 
wealth. The Government propose a formula providing co- 
operation between private initative and the State: 

The Government's Jabour policy was to guarantee to’, 
labour a legitimate share. of profits as well as organisation 
of conditions and would seck to prevent or settle disputes 
by means cf arbitration. The Government would leave 
nothing undone to strengthen the League of Nations but it 
wonld be unpardonable frivolity to trust to promises of the 
future for safeguarding immediate securty and securing 
reparation to which France was entitled.

Ve Austin Chaniberlain at Birmingham, referring to the 
world financial situation said the first thing for European 
nations to do was to set their houses in order. We could 
ret continue borrowing from une another or from our own~ 
people to meet current Government expenses. He regretted 
greatly that cabies from America stated that the policy of 
the British Government was to borrow vast sums from 
America for the purpose of lending them.to other European 
nations.

HONOURING _ THE 
IMMORTAL POET.

Immortal Memory,” MrT. F./

He, 
seived there and among his Pa- 
trons may be recorded the names 
of Dr. Blackiock, the Earl of Glea- 
sairn, and the principal men of let- 
ters of that day. Special mention 
may be made of Lord Monboddo at 
whose table Burns was a frequent 
‘uest experiencing the kindness 
und condescension of his Lordship’s 
lovely and accomplished daughter, 
Burnett. In his “Address to

He was, brought 
ap, as you have heard, in humble 
surroundings where, one would 
think, the great thoughts he gave 
axpression to could rever have 
found birth. He died at an. early 
age and notwithstanding the hard 
fight he had through the greater 
part of his iife he produced a mass 
of poetry of every description 
which to us of the present day ap- 
pears simply marvellous. The 
same is true of Keats. He was 
brought up amongst surroundings 
in suburban London which .one 
would have thought would have 
been the last environment to pro- 
duce a great poet. He died atthe 
age of 26 and he has left 
poetry which we realise more and 
more is ameng the fines! we pos. 
segs in the English language. 
U consider Burns to Scotland and 
Keats to England are types of 
what real poets sre. Far more, 
however, than Keats, Burns was 
rtroly-a great man. 
qualities we have heard of to-night 
--patriotism, sincerity, sympathy 
and a wide outlook on human 
ture. I have been reading again 
that wonderful letter written tc 
the noblemen and gentlemen of the 
Caledonian Hunt in 11S7—vyears 
nefore the. French Revolution 
Toke out—and in that his patriot- 
sm came outin the very first lines 
of the dedication. He gloried in 
the fact that he was a Scottis 
Sard, proud of the name, but h 
highest ambition was to sing in h 
‘country’s service: He was like 
sur own Edmund Burke in all his 
democratic utterances because he 
was filled with the true spirit of 
dlemocracy. When the French Re- 
vojution broke out: he was filled 
with horror, just 2s Burke was, 
and though it did not stifle his 
writings it affect him in a way 
we realise again to-day by reason 
of the horrors we experienced in 
the war we have just gone through. 
Burns has left us a magnificent 
bouk of poems which, for Major- 
General Ventris and myself, 1 
may say we cannot read without 
leeling their very comprehensive 
philosophy. Though the words 
are sometimes a little difficult for 
is (Iuughter) the poems ring true 
and we value him just as much 
we value our English singers.
